I  HAVE  heard,  that  nothing  gives  an  author  fo  great 
pleafure,  as  to  find  his  works  refpeafully  quoted  by 
others.  Judge,  then,  how  much  I  mult  have  been  gra 
dfied  by  ao  incident  I  am  going  to  relate  to  you. 
lopped  my  horfe  lately,  where  a  great  number  of  peopl 
were  collected,  at  an  auction  of  merchant  goods.  Thi 
hour  of  the  fale  oot  being  com«,v  they  were  converting 
on  the  badoefs  of  the  times,  and  one  of  the  company 
called  to  a  plain,  clean  old  man,  with  white  locks,  Pray, 
Fa'her  Abraham,  what  think  you  of  the  times  ?  Will 
not  thefe  heavy  taxes  quite  ruin  the  country  ?  How  fhali 
we  be  ?ver  able  to  pay  them  ?  What  wou^d  you  advife 
us  to  ?— Father  Abraham  flood  up,  and  replied,  If  you 
would  have  my  advice,  I  will  give  it  you  ia  fhort ;  "  tor 
"  a  word  to  the  wife  is  enough,"  as  Poor  Richard  fays 
Thry  joined  in  deGring  him  to  fpeak  his  mind,  and  ga 
thering  round  him,  he  proceeded  as  follows. 

Friends,  fays  he,  the  taxes  are,  indeed,  very  heevy;

1*6 spay  our  taxis.-^-If  we  are  induPrriouj  we  fhiU  never

:c  in,  bat  dares  not  enter."  Nor  will  the  bailiff  or  the 
jcoriftable  enter,  for  •«  indadry  payeth  all  where  defpair 
increafeth  thsm."  What  though  you  have  found  ool 
Itreafure,    nor  has  any  rich  relation  left  you  a  legacy,

farther,  "  Never  leave  that  till  to-morrow,  which  you 
M  can  do  to  day."  If  you  were  a  (ervant,  wou'd  you 
not  be  afbamed  that  a  good  mailer  mould-catch  you  idle  i 
4re  you  then  your  own  mafler  ?  Be  aftumed  to  catch 
yourlelf  idle,  when  there  is  io  much  to  be  done  for  your- 
felf,  your  family,  your  country  and  friends.  Han- 
dle your  tools  without  mitteRS  :  Remember,  that  *'  The 
«  cat  in  gloves  catches  no  mice,"  as  Poor  Richard  fays 
It  is  true,  thtre  is  much  to  be  done,  and,  perhaps,  you 
are  weak-handed  5  but  flick  to  it  fieacily,  and  you  wil 
fee  great  tftoels ;  for  "  Conflant  dropping  wears  awas

But  a  man's  own  care  is  profitable  ;  for,  "  II  you  woulo

yourfelf.  A  little  negledl  may  breed  great  mtfehitt  , 
"  for  want  of  a  nail  the  fhoe  was  loli ;  for  warn  el  a  mo<

"  was  loft,"  being  overtaken  and  flain  by  the  enemy  , 
a  1  for  want  of  a  fitde  care  about  a  horfe  (hoe  nail.

Away,  then,  with  your  expenfive  follies,  and  you  wil> 
[not  then  lisv  fo  much  caufe  to  complain  of  hard  times, 
h.svytaaes  and  chargeable  families  ;    for 

*'  Women  and  wine,  game  and  deceit, 

"  Make  the  wealth  fmall,  and  the  want  great." 
And  farther,  *■  What  maintains  one  vice  would  bring  o» 
two  children  "     You  may  »hirk     prrhaps,  that  a.h.tfh 

itmswn:rvm 


ti,  or  &  uiiie  jltintn  iiuw  «uu  iheo,  diet  a  halt  mo 
oftly,  clcathr  a  little  finct,  and  a  little  entertaiisrae0' 
,ow  and  (hen,  can  be  no  great  matter;  but  remember, 
Many  a  little  makes  a  mickle."  Beware  of  little  ex* 
ocnces:  "  A  fmall  leak  will  fink  a  great  fhtp,"  as  Poo< 
Richard  fays ;  and  agaiti,  "  Who  dainties  love,  fhal' 
beggars'  prove  ;"  and  moreover,  "  Fools  make  feafls, 
and  wile  men  eat  tlum."  Here  you  are  all  got  together 
o  this  fale  of  fineries  and  nick-nacks.  You  call  them 
goods  ;  but,  if  you  do  not  take  care  they  will  prove 
-vilsto  focne  of  you.  You  expect  they  will  be  fold 
cheap,  and,  perhaps,  they  may  for  lefs  then  they  coft 
>ut,  if  you  have  no  occalion  for  them,  they  n.uft  be  dear 
o  you.  Remember  what  Poor  Richard  fays,  "  $uy 
vhat  thou  haft  no  need  of,  and  ere  Joog  thou  fhalt  fell 
hy  neceffaries . ''  And  a^ain,  "At  a  greiit  pennyworth 
>aufe  a  while."  Pie  means,  tlat  perhaps  the  cheapoefo 
is,  apparent  only,  and  net  real  j  or  the  bargain,  by  flrait 
ening  thee  in  thybufinefs,  may  do  thee  more  harm  than 
good.  For  in  another  place  he  fays,  "  Many  have  been 
ruined  by  buying  good  pennyworths."  Again,  "  It  is 
foolifh  to  lay  out  money  io  a  purchafe  of  repentance;" 
and  yet  this  folly  is  pr*ciifed  every  day  at  auctions,  for 
want  of  minding  the  Almanack.  Many  a  one,  for  the 
fake  of  finery  on  the  back,  have  gone  with  a  hungry 
b;lly,  and'hklf  (tarved  their  families  :  *«  Silks  and  fat 
tins,  fcariet  and  velvets,  put  out  the  kitchen  fire,,**  as 
Poor  Richard  fays.  Thefe  are  not  the  necefTaries  of  life ; 
(hey  can  fcarcely  be  call  the coBveniesces,  and  yet  only 
oecaufe  they  look  pretty,  how  many  want  to  have  them  i 
— By  thefe,  and  other  extravagances,  tfce  genteel  are  re 
doced  to  poverty,  and  forced  to  borrow  of  ihofe  whom 
they  formetly  defpiled,  but  who,  thro'  induftry  and  fru 
galtly,  have  maintained  their  landing  ;  in  which  cafe  i 
appears  plainly,  Uiat  "  A  ploughman  en  his  kg*  is  high 
er  then  a  gentleman  on  his  knees,"  as  Poor  Richard 
fays.  Perhaps  they  have  had  a  fmall  efiate  left  them 
which  th«y  knew  not  tfie  getting  of;  they  think  «*  It  i: 
Jay,  and  will  never  be  night;"  that  a  little  to  be  fpen 
>u>  or  fo  much    is  not  worth   minding  ;    but    *•  Alway 


taking  out^ol  the  meal-tub,  and  never  putting  to,  iooi 
comes  to  th«  bottom,"  as  Poor  Richard  lays  ;  and  then 
"  When  the  well  is  dry,  ti>ey  know  the  wssrth  of  water,' 
Sue -this,  they  might  have  known  before,  if  they  hac 
taken  his  advice:  "  If  you  would  know  the  value  of 
money,  go  and  try  to  borrow  feme;  for  he  that  goes  » 
pbrrowirig  goes  a  forrrowicg,"  as  Poor  Richard  fays  : 
and,  indeed*  fo  does  h'e  that  lends  to  fuch  people,  whet 

is  goci  to  gei  it  again.     Pour  Dick  farther  advifes  ace 

"ays,

The  Difference  of  Longitude  "between  any  two  Meridians, 
r>an  Arcli  of  the  Equator,  (or  of  a  Ciicle  parallel  to  the  E->S 
quator)  comprehended  between  thofe  two  Meridians  $  and 
may  be  exprell^d  either  by  Degrees  and  A/mutes  of  a  Cir-j 
cfe,  or  by  Hours,  and  Aiinutes,  and  Seconds  of  Time.

perience of  an  infinite  number  of  perfons,  who  have  re.

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It  was  uie  opinion  at  au  eminent  pcrton,  formerly  phy 
ficion  to  St.  Bartholomew's  hofpifal  in  London,  that  fan 
iog,  reft,  and  drinking  water,  would  cure  mo  ft  difcafes. 
And  there  feemcth  to  be  a  great  deal  of  reafon  in  what 
he  afferted  :  For  faftisg  will  give  time  to  the  ftomach  tc 
unload  itfelf  of  the  caufe  of  diftempers,  the  caufe  of  ail 
difeafe?  beginning  in  the  bowels  only;  to  cleanfiag  of 
which  the  drinking  of  water  plentifully,  will  much  ton* 
tribute. 

in  fhort,  temperance,  or  a  (pare  diet,  void  of  dainties, 
never  was  injurious  to  the  ftrongeft  constitution  ;  and 
without  it,  fuch  as  are  weak  and  fickly  cannot  long  fub- 
iift  ,  for  the  more  fuch  perfons  eat  and  drink,  the  more 
weak  and  difordered  they  will  find  themfelves  to  be.  So 
that  if  the  ftrong  defpife  temperance,  yet  the  comfort  of 
weak,  fickly,  and  piniog  people  doth  depend  upon  their 
cooftaot  observing  it,  which,  when  they  are  accuftomed 
to  it,  will  be  eafy  to  do  :  So  that  they  will  deny  all  in 
temperate  delircs  with  as  great  ple&fure,  as  they  before 
delighted  in  what  is  falfely  listed  good  eating  and  drink- 
ing, for  nothing  of  **\\\  is  good  that  is  injurious  to  health. 
It  is  cuftom  only  that  makes  men  hanker  after  gluttony 
and  dri;  ,  noefs ;  and  a  contrary  cuftom  will  make  men 
abhor  it  *s  much  :  And  therefore  it  is  a  wonder  the  rich 
do  not  ftri/e  to  attain  it  ;  for, 

A  fatal  error  'tii  in  men  of wealth, 

To  feed  fo  high  as  will  defiroy  their  health. 

Temperance  being  that  which  will  enable  them  to  live 
mod  at  eafe,  and  enjoy  their  health  the  long  .(t  ;  this  and 
water. drinking  being  the  fureft  way  to  bring  men  to  old 
age ;  though  it  hath  not  the  power  to  make  thofe  young 
who  are  aged,  yet  it  will  make  the  aged  more  free  from 
decripidoefs,  and  die  with  nore  eafe,  if  the  death-bed 
hath  been  well  prepared  for  by  a  good  life.
